The combination just # effected 
between the four Parkyr eoQnty 
citizens is the direct’ outcome of 
their business with the creamery 
and the facts they have thereby 
learned. 
They have learned that it does 
not pay to keep scrub cows—the 
Jersey’s the thing. 
They have learned that all cot­ 
ton and corn is a losing proposi­ 
tion—they have done with these 
things. 
They have learned that from si- 
lage feed they get one-third more 
milk flow from the Jersey. 
And they have learned another 
important thing — perhaps 
the 
most important of all—many more 
cows can be maintained 
on 
the 
same acreage when fed on silag< 
than wrhen fed on dry feed. 
In Other words, these progress­ 
ive citizens have been going 
to 
school to the pet Jersey and she 
has got their eyes open to more 
scientific facts in a y ear’s 
time 
than they had absorbed before in 
a life tifne. 
The pet Jersey is a 
school teacher with a first grade 
certificate. 
She graduates a full 
class in six months.—W eatherford 
Herald.

To the Farmers. 


Dear Editor: 
I want to say a word through 
your columè, to the farmers of 
Comanche trade territory, 
with 
reference to hog raising. 
Hogs can be profitably grown 
in this section if proper methods 
are used. 
The old ten by twelve 
pen must 
be 
abandoned, 
and 
grazing lots or pastures must be 
adopted instead. These lots, one 
half of them, should be sown in 
late summer or early fall in bar­ 
ley, oats or rye for winter pasture, 
and the other half planted in the 
early spring in cane in drill eight- 
teen to twenty-four inches apart. 
You can turn on your fall and 
winter pasture as soon 
as 
the 
grain is well set, and on the cane 
when it is eight or ten 
inches 
high. 
You can fatten hogs on barley, 
maize, federeta, peanuts or peas, 
but you get the best results by 
finishing on cornM t does not take 
much corn for this finish. 
The 
packers all insist that peanut fat­ 
tened hogs be finished on grain, 
and they prefer corn. 
I do not believe that there is but 
one way to put Comanche county 
w here she belongs as a hog pro­ 
ducing county, and that is thru 
a Hog Raisers’ Association. The 
purpose of this Association should 
be to enable its members to put 
their hogs on the market at the 
lelst possible cost and to th«“ best 
possible advantage. 
Ad it is now 
hogs are raised hap hazard and 
marketing the same way. Such an 
Association would also ienable its

members to get what they need in 
the way of new* stock 
at 
more 
reasonable rates by ordering in 
club lots. 
There are many other 
advantages that I believe would 
accrue from such an organization, 
but the two named are most need­ 
ed and the most essential. 
This 
Association should have in addi­ 
tion to the usual officers, what 
might be termed a manager who 
should be centrally located, and 
whose duty it would be to keep 
the members advised as 
to 
the 
condition of the hog market, and 
the. members 
could 
keep 
this 
manager advised as to the num­ 
ber of marketable hogs they have 
on hand, and as to the new stock 
wanted by them, and in this way 
a cooperation could be had 
in 
buying and selling that would be 
w'orth a great deal to 
the 
hog 
growers of this territory. W ith 
this end in view I want to ask th t 
farmers of the Comanche terri­ 
tory, who contemplate 
growring 
any hogs for market, to meet at 
the Farm ers’ Union Warehouse, 
in Comanche, on Saturday, Fell. 
28, 1914, at 1 :30 P.M. for the pur 
pose of organizing such an asso­ 
ciation.
